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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the State, the Su- 
perintending School Committee presents to the town 
of Antrim the followmeg report of its schools, for the 
year ending March, 1869: 


District No. 7. 


Summer Term—iva B. Burner. 

This school of fifty-eight scholars, and eight others 
who attended nearly two weeks, but not considered 
scholars, was too large for one teacher and so small a 
house ; four being crowded into one seat. From the 
register I learned that ten were neither tardy, absent, 
nor dismissed, and eighteen did not whisper during 
the term. 


Fall Term—Ipba B. ButTiuer. 


This school was graded, and the acquirements 
greater. Some of the classes were the best in town 
of their age. Miss Butler ranks high as a teacher. 


Grammar School—KBEeN ‘THOMPSON. 
This teacher worked hard to make his school among 
the best; and if he had been properly sustained, it 
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would have been. Better behavior on the part of 
some scholars would have saved the teacher much 
trouble, and reflected credit upon their parents. 


District No. 2. 
SERENA P. Wuitnery, Teacher during the year, 


This school is too large in winter. Such a range of 
age and acquirements should be divided. Would it 
not be for your advantage to have a school in the fall, 
for the smaller scholars, when everything is more fa- 
vorable for their punctual attendance, and keep them 
out of the winter term? Only such teachers as Miss 
Whitney, who bring tact and experience in teaching 
and governing, can exhibit fair results. She fully 
sustained her former excellent reputation. 


District No. 2%. 
Lizzie EK. Forsairu, Teacher during the year. 


The summer school was interrupted by the illness 
of the teacher. The second term was long, and the 
closing examination creditable. 


District No. 4. 
Mary F. Sawyer, Teacher of the first term. 
One of eur best teachers. As evidence of this, it 
might be stated that she had taught the school before. 
Winter School—Fanniz F. Nesmrru. 


Active, accurate, and devoted to her trust. The 
closing examination was satisfactory to all present. 
A larger proportion attended to writing than in any 
other school. 
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District No. &. 
One Term—HeEnry GOVE. 


An experienced teacher and a new house insured 
success. The class in geography recited the best of 
any heard in town. 


District No. 6. 
JENNIE E. Gray, Teacher both terms. 


Her first teaching. She soon enlisted her scholars’ 
attention, and the confidence of their parents, which 
resulted in a profitable school.

MeuissA M. Wiixkins, Teacher both terms. 


This was Miss Wilkins’ first school, but she soon 
showed herself mistress of the situation. <A quiet 
working teacher, and a good school. 


District No. 8. 


One Term—Mary F. Pircuer. 


Four young pupils. In my two visits circumstances 
were such that I did not get much information in re- 
gard to the school. From what I know of the teach- 
er, 1 presume the school was satisfactory to the district. 


District No. 9. 


Carnie C. Barney, Teacher both terms. 


Under her tuition the advancement was superior. 
Good order and a satisfactory examination at the close 
were secured.

District No. 117. 


Dorotuy M. WILDER. 
The smallest school in town, with a veteran teach- 
er—appeared well. 


District No. 12. 


Amoretr A. Hopkins, Teacher of the first term. 


The examination showed the effect of thorough 
drill, and gave good satisfaction. 


Lucretia M. Rosrnson, Teacher second term. 
This school is not done, but appears to be doing 
well. 


District No. 18. 


JENNIE A. Wiuson, Teacher both terms. 


This small school appeared well. The teacher hay- 
taught it before, commenced work at once. 


° 
Mr. JAMES EK. VosE taught a select school in Dis- 
trict No. 2, in the spring, and Miss Fannin H. Nes- 
MITH in District No. 1, in the fall. The names of the 
teachers is a sufficient guaranty of their usefulness. 


REMARKS. 


Your committee cannot compare the schools of 
this with past years; but 1 am pleased to report a 
commendable degree of success. In all but three 
districts, the services of the same teachers were se- 
cured during the year—an important consideration, 
Comparatively few of those qualified, so far as a 
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knowledge of books is concerned, are capable of teach- 
inga good school; therefore,when you have proved one 
and found them qualified, engage them again. It 
may cost a little more, but the extra money will be 
well invested. Several of our most successful teach- 
ers are from this town, and there are many more 
whom I recommend you to hire rather than strang- 
ers. If a teacher is unacquamted with the text 
books, their services are less valuable. Be sure you 
hire a teacher possessing all the requisites, then con- 
sider the difficulties attending the situation, and train 
your children, by precept and example, to obey the 
regulations in every particular. Visit your schools, 
examine your children at home, show them that you 
feel an interest in their education, and there will sel- 
dom be refractory pupils. A child’s conduct at school 
is a pretty sure index of the discipline and self re- 
spect at home. Generally, those who find the most 
fault with teachers and schools, are those who seldom, 
or never, visit them, and know least of them. 

I remark a tendency to neglect the foundation of 
all practical knowledge—spelling, writing, reading 
and mental arithmetic—for advanced studies. The 
result is, that in many of the higher classes poor 
spellers are found, and in some schools the writing 
book has no place. The error of this may be easily 
seen, But a small proportion of the children will 
attend a writing school. I would not have the cop- 
ies set by the different teachers, consequently a 
change of style every few months, but adopt some 
system and have it thoroughly taught. 


I hope the time is not far distant when we shall have 
such legislation as may be necessary to regulate the 
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text books, so they will be uniform throughout the 
State. As it now is, if a family moves from one town 
to another, or, in some cases, from one district to 
another, a change of books must be made at con- 
siderable expense, which should be remedied by a 
proper statute. Occasional changes must be made, 
to keep pace with the extension of country and im- 
provements in teaching. This year Guyot’s series of 
Geographies were substituted. This work we con- 
sider a step in advance. If the several districts 
would purchase the wall map by the same author, it 
would be a valuable auxiliary to good instructors.
